What  You  Can  Find  In  This  Document 


Feature  Articles:  A  number  of  articles  have  been  developed  on  high 
public  interest  topics  of  concern  throughout  the  District.  For  example, 
in  this  edition  you  can  find  articles  on  the  Wild  &  Scenic  River 
planning  process,  the  Deschutes  River  Management  Plan,  the  land 
exchange  program,  the  botany  program,  and  more.  Future  articles  will 
be  of  widespread  interest  and  will  portray  our  District's  major  annual 
accomplishments  or  upcoming  events.  A  District  map  is  included  and 
keyed  to  these  articles  as  well  as  other  news  items. 

Program  of  Work  Summary:  In  order  to  give  you  a  summary  of  work 
accomplished  last  fiscal  year  (Oct.  1, 1990  to  Sept.  30, 1991)  and  work 
expected  to  be  accomplished  this  fiscal  year  (1992)  a  summary  of  the 
work  and  units  planned/accomplished  is  displayed.  This  is  not  a 
detailed  list,  but  is  designed  to  indicate  the  magnitude  of  the  work  BLM 
has  done  or  expects  to  accomplish. 

Plan  Implimentation  Progress  Reports:  We  will  maintain  a  regular 
reporting  of  progress  made  toward  implementation  of  the  District's 
three  land  use  plans.  These  plans  include  the  Two  Rivers  Resource 
Management  Plan  (RMP)  completed  in  1986,  the  John  Day  RMP 
(1985)  and  the  Brothers-LaPine  RMP  (1989).  We  are  not  presently 
working  on  a  plan,  but  will  begin  in  FY93  to  amend  the  John  Day  and 
Two  Rivers  RMP's  to  address  new  emerging  issues.  More  detail  on 
this  amendment  will  be  provided  in  our  next  annual  planning  update 
which  will  be  completed  next  year.  This  current  update  gives  you  a 


brief  summary  of  the  progress  made  in  implementing  our  three  land 
use  plans. 

Volunteer  Program  Activity/Opportunities:  We  depend  very  heavily 
on  volunteer  service  by  the  public  in  numerous  activities/roles  to  help 
manage  the  public  lands.  Countless  hours  of  high  quality  public 
service  have  been  donated  annually  throughout  our  District  and  the 
State.  This  section  of  the  summary  will  highlight  the  valuable 
contributions  that  these  dedicated  volunteers  make  as  well  as  provid- 
ing information  about  the  types  of  opportunities  available  for  future 
volunteer  work  in  the  District. 

Environmental  Assessment  (EA)  Register:  The  Eastern  Oregon 
BLM  Districts  have  been  distributing  an  EA  register  to  interested 
individuals  and  groups  for  several  years.  This  provides  you  with  an 
opportunity  to  become  involved  or  provide  input  into  a  variety  of 
planned  projects  on  an  individual  project  basis. 

In  summary,  we  hope  you  find  this  summary  interesting  and  informa- 
tive. We  want  to  make  future  such  documents  even  better  and  would 
appreciate  any  comments  you  may  have  regarding  format,  content, 
etc.  Please  send  any  such  comments  to:  District  Manager,  Bureau  of 
Land  Management,  P.O.  Box  550,  PrineviUe,  OR  97754.

Wild  and  Scenic  River  Planning 


Specific  plans  are  being 
developed  for  the  portions 
of  six  rivers,  totaling  37 1 
miles,  in  the  Prineville  Dis- 
trict within  the  federal  des- 
ignated Wild  and  Scenic 
River  System.  The  plans 
will  be  specific  to  eight 
segments  on  the  six  rivers. 

Issues  and  alternatives  to 
guide  each  plan  were  de- 
veloped through  public 
scoping  last  summer,  and 
Ad  Hoc  study  groups  rep- 
resenting a  variety  of  river 
users  are  assisting  in  the 
preparationofthemanage- 
ment  plans. 

The  district's  most  recent 
river  planning  efforts  have 

focused  on  the  Deschutes  River  (see  related  article  on 
Deschutes  River  Management  Plan).  However,  much 
progress  has  been  made  this  past  year  on  other  river  plans 
while  coordinating  with  the  Forest  Service  river  plans 
where  necessary  to  facilitate  interagency  planning  efforts 
and  public  participation.  Ongoing  efforts  include  the 
following  river  management  plans: 

John  Day  River  (including  main  stem  and  South  Fork)  - 
This  management  plan  is  being  developed  by  BLM  with 
primary  focus  on  the  147.5-mile  river  stem  between  Ser- 
vice Creek  and  Turn  water  Falls,  and  47  miles  on  the  South 
Fork  from  the  Malheur  National  Forest  boundary  to  Smokey 
Creek.  Additionally,  this  plan  will  provide  a  framework  for 
river  planning  on  the  John  Day  segments  not  included  in 
the  Wild  and  Scenic  River  System. 

North  Fork  Crooked  River  -  This  W&SR  plan  is  being 
developed  jointly  with  the  Ochoco  National  Forest  to 
incorporate  two  river  segments,  14.7  miles  administered 
by  the  FS  and  17.6  managed  by  the  BLM. 

Crooked  River  -  A  single  management  plan  is  being 
developed  by  the  district  for  the  Chimney  Rock  segment  of 
the  Crooked  River  involving  an  8-mile  stretch  of  river 
below  Bowman  Dam. 
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North  Fork  Crooked  River. 

Lower  Crooked  River  &  Middle  Deschutes  River  -  This 
plan  will  be  a  joint  BLM/FS  effort  to  specify  management 
for  26  miles  of  river,  which  includes  7  miles  of  the  Lower 
Crooked  River  between  the  National  Grasslands  boundary 
to  just  south  of  Opal  Spring,  and  19  miles  of  the  Deschutes 
River  between  Oden  Falls  and  Lake  Billy  Chinook. 

The  White  River  W&SR  management  plan  has  been 
postponed  for  a  year  to  facilitate  the  joint  agency  planning 
process  for  the  24.4  miles  of  this  river  administered  by 
BLM  and  the  22.1  miles  managed  by  the  Mt.  Hood 
National  Forest. 

Drafts  of  the  four  W&SR  management  plans  listed  above 
will  be  released  for  public  comment  in  the  spring,  and  final 
management  plans  should  be  completed  by  September  30, 
1992. 

Anyone  interested  in  these  river  management  plans  is 
encouraged  to  become  involved  in  the  planning  process. 
This  can  be  done  by  submitting  a  request  to  be  added  to  our 
mailing  list. 


Deschutes  River 
Management  Plan 


A  management  plan  for  the  lower  100  miles  of  the  De- 
schutes River  from  Pelton  Dam  to  the  Columbia  is  nearing 
completion.  The  plan  was  drafted  by  a  Policy  Group  with 
representatives  from  the  BLM  and  ten  other  Federal, 


hearings  were  held  during  the  summer  in  Pendleton,  The 
Dalles,  Portland,  Medford,  Eugene,  Salem,  Madras,  Warm 
Springs,  Bend  and  Maupin.  A  total  of  500  people  attended 
the  various  hearings  to  express  their  opinions  on  the  draft 


Tribal,  State  and  local  government  agencies,  as  well  as  a  9- 
member  citizens  advisory  team  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor. The  group  addressed  numerous  issues,  some  of  which 
were  controversial  and  complex,  ranging  from  fish  and 
wildlife  habitat  requirements  to  social  conflicts  between 
boaters,  and  including  user  limits  and  enforcement  needs. 

A  draft  management  plan  was  released  for  public  review 
and  comment  in  June  of  1 99 1 .  Between  then  and  the  end 
of  October,  over  1,800  letters  were  received.    Public 


plan  and  voice  their  preferences  for  management  of  the 
river. 

The  Policy  Group  has  reviewed  the  public  comments  and 
is  now  preparing  the  final  management  plan.  Some  of  the 
complex  issues  are  still  in  the  resolution  process.  One 
unresolved  issue  pertains  to  jet  boat  restrictions;  another 
relates  to  the  type  of  permit  or  allocation  system  that  may 
be  necessary  in  the  future  if  use  limits  are  implemented. 
Completion  of  the  final  plan  is  expected  in  the  spring  of 
1992. 


Adventures  in  the 
Past  Sometimes  Occur 

in  a  Cave — 


rhe  BLM'  s  Prineville  District  has  found  a  way  for  people 
to  learn  first  hand  about  early  Native  Americans.  Con- 
tinuing a  partnership  established  in  1990,  the  BLM  and  the 
Ochoco  National  Forest  are  planning  to  host  an  archaeologi- 
cal excavation  as  part  of  the  Forest  Service  "Passport  in 
Time"  program. 

rhe  BLM  I FS  partnership  was  formed  to  provide  cultural 
resource  management opportunities that allow for public 
participation  as  a  means  of  increasing  public  awareness  and 
appreciation  of  the  significance  of  cultural  resources,  and 
also  promoting  public  stewardship  and  involvement  in  the 
protection  of  prehistoric  and  historic  properties. 

Central  Oregon  Cave.  [Map  Ref.  #3 J. 

rhe  site  of  the  excavation  will  be  a  cave  located  near  Redmond,  on  public  lands  administered  by  the  BLM ,  and  adjacent 
to  public  lands  managed  by  the  Forest  Service.  The  project  is  expected  to  be  conducted  one  weekend  per  month 
beginning  in  June  or  July  and  continuing  through  August  or  September  of  1992. 

rhe  cave  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  BLM  andFS  by  a  local  rancher  who  was  concerned  about  cultural  preservation. 
The  cave,  apopularrecreationspotformanyyoung  people  over  theyears,  is  heavily  disturbed  andvandalized.  In  recent 
years,  the  rancher  and  other  area  residents  have  been  patrolling  the  cave  to  prevent  further  damage. 

rhe  cave  was  identified  as  a  good  candidate  for  a  "Passport  in  Time"  project  for  a  number  of  reasons,  one  being  that 
the  location  of  the  cave  on  the  boundaiy  of  lands  administered  by  the  BLM  and  FS  makes  joint  agency  efforts 
appropriate.  Excavation  was  determined  to  be  preferable  considering  the  potential  for  the  cave  to  contain  cultural 
resources  in  contrast  to  the  likelihood  of  activities  threatening  its  preseivation. 

rhe  excavation  will  be  the  first  "Passport  in  Time"  project  in  central  Oregon  to  be  conducted  as  a  joint  effort  between 
two  federal  agencies.  Additional  partnership  projects  for  this  area  are  being  considered,  to  include  cultural  resource 
inventory,  evaluation,  enhancement,  historic  building  reconstruction,  development  of  interpretive  exhibits  and  displays, 
mapping  of  sites,  and  cataloging  of  historic  photographs.

Botany 

Program

Certain  public  lands  within 
the  Prineville  District  con- 
tain known  or  suspected  habi- 
tat for  75  special  status  plants. 
To  manage  for  these  plants, 
the  botany  program  has  ex- 
panded significantly  since  its 
early  days  in  the  1970s.  There 
are  now  four  program  com- 
ponents: species  inventory, 
monitoring,  project  clear- 
ance, and  species  manage- 
ment. 

A  complete  species  inven- 
tory isbasic  toasound  botany 
program  to  identify  the  loca- 
tionsof  special  status  species 
within  the  district,  the  type  of 
preferred  habitat,  the  num- 
ber and  size  of  known  popu- 
lations, and  the  documented  or  suspected  threats  to  these  popu- 
lations. Since  1983,  approximately  115,000  acres  in  the  district 
have  been  inventoried  for  special  status  plants,  either  specific  to 
habitat  or  incidental  to  projects.  Of  the  total,  approximately 
13,000  acres  were  done  in  1991.  Such  inventorying  has  docu- 
mented 37  special  status  plants  on  the  district,  including  12 
which  are  candidates  for  Federal  listing  as  endangered  or 
threatened. 

Monitoring  should  ideally  be  done  where  any  special  status 
plants  are  found.  Basic  monitoring  may  consist  of  simply 
counting  individuals  within  a  given  area,  or  mapping  plants 
within  permanently-marked  plots.  More  complex  studies  may 
seek  to  quantify  the  rates  of  reproduction  and  mortality,  or 
determine  the  effects  of  certain  management  actions  (for  ex- 
ample logging,  grazing,  recreation)  on  population  health.  Due 
to  budgetary  constraints,  monitoring  in  the  Prineville  District  is 
limited  primarily  to  federal  candidate  species. 

Project  clearance  consists  of  plant  inventory  done  specifically 
in  response  to  proposed  management  actions  to  ensure  that  the 
actions  will  have  no  detrimental  effect  on  special  status  plants. 


All  ground-disturbing  projects  are  reviewed  prior  to  implemen- 
tation to  determine  whether  any  special  status  plants  are  in  the 
project  area,  and  if  so,  how  the  project  can  be  modified.  Projects 
requiring  project  clearance  vary  from  livestock/wildlife  water 
pipelines,  reservoir  developments,  powerline  rights-of-way, 
and  residential  access  roads  to  timber  sales  and  land  exchanges. 
Since  1983,  nearly  650  clearance  reports  have  been  completed 
which  equates  to  an  average  of  75  per  year. 

In  species  management,  the  desired  result  is  enhancement  of 
the  existence  of  special  status  plants.  This  can  be  accomplished 
through  action  plans  which  specify  any  particular  management, 
monitoring,  and  habitat  acquisitions  that  are  needed.  These 
needs  can  be  considered  through  the  planning  process  involving 
an  interdisciplinary  team.  Cooperating  with  the  public  in 
conservation  efforts  is  another  important  approach  in  managing 
for  special  status  species. 

The  final  note  to  remember  is  that  the  significance  of  managing 
for  special  status  plants  lies  with  sustaining  ecosystems  which 
support  not  only  these  plants,  but  also  each  one  of  us. 


Land 

Exhange 

Program 


Urban  expansion  and  population 
growth  in  central  Oregon  have  placed 
increasing  pressure  on  surrounding 
public  lands.  The  pressures  result  from 
casual  recreational  activities  such  as 
off-road  vehicle  use,  target  shooting, 
horseback  riding  and  mountain  bik- 
ing. Requests  for  organized  recreation 
such  as  paint  ball  activities,  shooting 
and  archery  events,  scouting,  star  gaz- 
ing, and  wilderness  training  are  also 
increasing.  Other  demands  include 
expanded  use  by  the  Oregon  Military 
Department  for  training  exercises,  and  increasing  use  of  the 
Badlands  and  Steelhead  Falls  Wilderness  Study  Areas  for 
recreational  activities. 

Proposals  are  being  received  for  land  exchanges,  land  use 
permits,  and  rights-of  way.  Specific  requests  for  use  of  public 
lands  have  been  made  by  the  Bend  Metro  Parks  and  Recreation 
District,  Deschutes  County,  church  groups.  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars,  and  the  public  schools.  We  also  have  a  proposal  for  a  land 
exchange  to  block  public  ownership  along  the  Deschutes  River 
near  Cline  Falls. 

One  concern  in  urban  interface  areas  is  that  the  development  of 
private  lands  sometimes  restricts  access  to  public  lands,  creating 
a  need  to  acquire  easements.  Other  management  concerns  in 
urban  interface  areas  include  illegal  dumping  of  trash,  occu- 
pancy and  agricultural  trespass,  off  road  vehicle  use,  and  unau- 
thorized woodcutting.

Urban  Growth  -  Impacts  on  Public  Lands 


Urban  expansion  and  population  growth  in  central  Oregon  have 
placed  increasing  pressure  on  surrounding  public  lands.  The 
pressures  result  from  casual  recreational  activities  such  as  off- 
road  vehicle  use,  target  shooting,  horseback  riding  and  mountain 
biking.  Requests  for  organized  recreation  such  as  paint  ball 
activities,  shooting  and  archery  events,  scouting,  star  gazing, 
and  wilderness  training  are  also  increasing.  Other  demands 
include  expanded  use  by  the  Oregon  Military  Department  for 
training  exercises,  and  increasing  use  of  the  Badlands  and 
Steelhead  Falls  Wilderness  Study  Areas  for  recreational  activi- 
ties. 

Proposals  are  being  received  for  land  exchanges,  land  use 
permits,  and  rights-of  way.  Specific  requests  for  use  of  public 


lands  have  been  made  by  the  Bend  Metro  Parks  and  Recreation 
District,  Deschutes  County,  church  groups.  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars ,  and  the  public  schools .  We  also  have  a  proposal  for  a  land 
exchange  to  block  public  ownership  along  the  Deschutes  River 
near  Cline  Falls. 

One  concern  in  urban  interface  areas  is  that  the  development  of 
private  lands  sometimes  restricts  access  to  public  lands,  creating 
a  need  to  acquire  easements.  Other  management  concerns  in 
urban  interface  areas  include  illegal  dumping  of  trash,  occu- 
pancy and  agricultural  trespass,  off  road  vehicle  use,  and  unau- 
thorized woodcutting. 


Program  of  Work  Summary 

An  annual  commitment  to  a  program  of  work  is  made  by  the  Prineville  BLM  District  through  the  budgeting  process,  and  progress  is 
tracked  during  the  year  through  a  units  of  accomplishment  accounting  system.  On  the  following  table  is  a  summary  of  the  fiscal  year 
1991  units  planned  and  units  completed,  and  the  planned  program  for  fiscal  year  1992. 

Units  planned  are  estimates  made  prior  to  the  start  of  the  year  and  may  vary  considerably  from  the  actual  units  completed  due  to  changes 
in  priorities  during  the  year,  public  demand  requests,  and  other  factors. 

This  list  should  help  you  understand  the  wide  variety  of  multiple  use  management  activities  undertaken  annually  on  public  lands  by 
the  Prineville  District.

The  Prineville  District '  s  Central  Oregon  Resource  Area  (CORA) 
is  on  the  move.  Early  in  199 1 .  a  new  field  office  was  established 
in  John  Day,  Oregon  in  space  shared  with  the  National  Park 
Service.  The  BLM  staff  of  two  includes  a  forester  and  a  range 
conservationist,  and  the  office  is  equipped  with  the  usual  mod- 
ern necessities  such  as  computer  and  fax  machines  to  facilitate 
communication  between  the  resource  area  and  district  offices. 
The  field  office,  proposed  by  the  John  Day  community  for 
several  years,  will  improve  public  service  and  allow  for  work 
efficiency  in  the  John  Day ,  Grant  County  area.

Another  recent  relocation  involved  moving  the  other  18  em- 
ployees of  the  Central  Oregon  Resource  Area  from  the  main 
Prineville  District  office,  to  a  building  on  the  eastern  edge  of 
Prineville  along  Highway  26.  This  move  has  alleviated  over- 
crowding at  the  main  office.  Since  the  new  office  was  formerly 
occupied  by  the  USFS  ranger  districts,  its  setting  and  facility  are 
appropriate  to  the  needs  and  requirements  ofa  resource  manage- 
ment agency.

Oregon  Trail  to  Celebrate 
150th  Anniversary

The  150th  anniversary  of  the  Oregon  Trail  in  1993  will  be 
celebrated  across  the  state  with  special  activities  and  events 
sponsored  by  various  local,  state  and  federal  agencies. 

Oregon  Trail  projects  being  planned  by  the  Prineville  District 
will  meet  several  objectives.  One  goal  is  to  complete  a  manage- 
ment plan  for  the  two  trail  segments  that  cross  the  district  near 
Arlington,  one  at  Four  mile  Canyon  and  the  other  at  John  Day 
River  crossing.  Other  goals  include  installation  of  new  signs  at 


the  existing  interpretive  site  at  Fourmile  Canyon  and  develop- 
ment oftM'o  interpretive  sites  at  the  John  Day  River  crossing. 

The  BLM  hopes  to  enlist  volunteers  from  county  historical 
societies  and  other  interested  groups  to  help  with  the  signing 
projects  and  site  development.  Such  volunteer  involvement  is 
expected  to  foster  a  "pride  of  ownership"  in  the  local  commu- 
nities and  could  lead  to  cooperative  agreementsfor  the  monitor- 
ing and  upkeep  of  interpretive  sites. 
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Plan  Implementation  Progress 


Implementation  of  the  District's  three  Resource  Management 
Plans  (RMPs)  seems  like  a  slow  process,  especially  when  much 
of  the  work  is  directed  toward  development  of  such  activity 
plans  as  grazing  allotments,  and  wild  and  scenic  rivers.  Specific 
on-the-ground  projects  have  been  limited  as  this  emphasis 
continues. 

Wild  &  Scenic  Rivers.  A  draft  management  plan  was  devel- 
oped for  the  Lower  Deschutes  River  (see  feature  article  on 
Deschutes  Management  Plan  for  more  detail).  Drafts  of  all  other 
W&SR  plans  (except  White  River)  are  scheduled  for  release  the 
spring  of  1992,  with  the  final  plans  expected  by  September  30, 
1992.  The  White  River  plan  is  being  postponed  for  a  year  to 
facilitate  the  joint  agency  planning  effort. 

Grazing.  Agreements  or  decisions  have  been  reached  on 
numerous  grazing  allotments  throughout  the  District  as  a  result 
of  considerable  inventory  and  monitoring  of  all  resource  values 
found  on  each  allotment,  affected  interest  consultation,  and 
extensive  interdisciplinary  review  at  the  District  Office.  These 
decisions  provide  for  vegetative  recovery  along  riparian  areas, 
fish  habitat  improvement,  upland  vegetative  changes,  and  pro- 
tection for  unique  resource  values  such  as  endangered  plant  and 
animal  species.  Specific  details  of  these  agreements  will  be 
outlined  in  periodic  Rangeland  Program  Summaries. 


pected  by  late  1992.  This  will  greatly  decrease  the  chances  of  a 
catastrophic  wildfire  situation  in  the  LaPine  urban  interface 
area. 

Land  Actions  Including  Use  Applications  and  Exchanges. 

Urban  growth  around  Redmond,  Bend  and  LaPine  is  continuing 
to  increase  the  number  of  applications  for  rights-of-way,  permits 
for  land  use,  easements,  and  trespass  situations.  The  District  is 
responding  to  this  rapid  increase  but  our  present  capability  is 
limited. 

Land  exchanges  continue  to  be  emphasized  especially  where 
public  benefits  are  very  high.  The  exchange  process  is  slow, 
however,  considering  our  limited  work  force  capability  and  the 
urban  interface  situations  listed  above.  Considerable  clearance 
work  was  done  on  a  few  priority  exchanges  during  FY91  and 
more  will  be  completed  in  1992  (see  feature  article  on  Land 
Exchange  Program  for  more  detail). 

Monitoring.  Monitoring  was  accomplished  as  scheduled  and 
directed  by  RMP  decisions  for  water  quality,  grazing  allotment 
condition/trend,  fish  habitat,  wilderness  study  areas,  endan- 
gered species,  cultural  sites  and  wild  horse  herds.  Such  moni- 
toring helps  to  determine  future  direction  or  identify  changes 
needed  to  obtain  objectives  of  the  land  use  plans.

Volunteer  Project  - 
Public  Lands  Day  1991 

A  total  of  85  volunteers  traveled  to  central  Oregon  the 
weekend  of  September  14-15  to  participate  in  the  Prineville 
District's  fourth  annual  volunteer  project.  The  event  was  in 
recognition  of  Public  Lands  Day. 

The  Public  Lands  Restoration  Task  Force  (PLRTF)  and  the 
Izaak  Walton  League  of  America  cooperated  in  the  project.  The 
list  of  volunteers  included  50  "repeaters"  from  last  year  and  25 
BLM  personnel.  The  volunteer  group  represented  over  12 
communities  in  Oregon  and  California,  three  BLM  districts 
(Prineville,  Roseburg,  and  Coos  Bay),  and  the  BLM's  Oregon 
State  Office  in  Portland. 

Volunteer  accomplishments  this  year  included  the  cabling  of 
boulders  and  woody  debris  into  Bridge  Creek  (a  tributary  to  the 
John  Day  River)  to  enhance  steelhead  habitat;  cleaning  of  old 
dumps;  removal  of  old,  unneeded  fencelines;  maintenance  of 
livestock  exclosures;  and  transplanting  of  cottonwood  trees.  All 
projects  were  ones  continued  from  the  previous  year. 

There  were  volunteer  chefs  on  hand  to  prepare  three  meals  for 
the  hard-working,  dedicated  volunteers  during  the  weekend. 
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Deschites  River  [Map  Reference  #6]. 

Also,  each  volunteer  received  a  "BLM/PLRTF  Volunteer"  t- 
shirt  in  appreciation  for  their  valuable  time  and  project  commit- 
ment. 

Even  after  four  years  of  contributed  labor,  much  resource 
improvement  is  still  needed  on  the  district.  Considering  the 
support  and  enthusiasm  of  the  participants,  however,  we  have 
confidence  that  these  kinds  of  volunteer  projects  will  continue. 
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Volunteer  Opportunities

The  District's  volunteer  program  continues  to  grow  and  pro- 
vides an  excellent  tool  to  accomplish  many  on-the-ground 
projects  and  services.  Numerous  opportunities  are  available  for 
individuals  or  groups  to  assist  in  managing  the  public  lands. 
These  opportunities  in- 
clude campground  hosts, 
wildlife  habitat  monitoring, 
wilderness  monitoring,  a 
major  river  cleanup,  and 
other  trash  clean  up  efforts. 
Known  volunteer  opportu- 
nities in  the  Prineville  Dis- 
trict are  listed  below  along 
with  such  details  as  the 
skills  needed,  work  loca- 
tion, time  period,  number 
of  positions  available,  and 
a  BLM  contact  person.

Campground  Hosts  (3)  - 

These  volunteer  opportu- 
nities are  available  for  ei- 
ther individuals  or  couples, 
from  June  through  Septem- 
ber, at  three  campgrounds 
on  the  Deschutes  River: 
Macks  Canyon ,  Beavertail , 
and  Trout  Creek.  Thethree 
campgrounds  are  located 
at  major  use  areas  along 
the  Wild  and  Scenic  De- 
schutes River  where  there  is  excellent  fishing  available  along 
with  a  variety  of  white  water  recreational  activities. 

Campground  hosts  greet  campers  and  boaters,  monitor  com- 
mercial guides  and  outfitters,  provide  information,  collect  user 
fees,  and  perform  occasional  site  and  landscape  maintenance. 
Hosts  should  be  friendly  and  outgoing,  like  meeting  and  talking 
with  people,  and  enjoy  working  in  a  relatively  remote  setting. 

Hosts  must  have  their  own  trailer  or  R  V.  BLM  will  provide  a 
free  campsite  with  toilets  available  nearby.  Water  will  also  be 
provided,  butthere  is  noelectricity.  Some  assistance  for  utilities, 
however,  may  be  provided.

Lower  Crooked  River  Cleanup  -  The  Prineville  District  is 
currently  organizing  a  clean  up  project  to  take  place  in  May  and 
June  of  1992  on  the  Lower  Crooked  Wild  and  Scenic  River.  All 
garbage  in  the  river  gorge  is  targeted  for  removal  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  removal  of  car  bodies,  railroad  ties,  and  other 
large  debris. 

One  area  containing  water  diversion  ruins  is  being  evaluated  for 
habitat  restoration  and  historic  preservation.  This  project  is 
being  coordinated  with  the  Forest  Service,  Oregon  State  Parks, 
Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife,  34  individual  land- 
owners, and  a  landowner  organization  known  as  the  Crooked
